Their uLtondiuico iit 
any groat fealivuls, or upon special 
occasions when for any purpose of 
utility, or ovon more p:i;^o;uiL'y and 
Bhow, tho people delight to come to- 
gothor, is always looked forward to 
with groat inler-'st riiul gr;ilitiido, and 
is a most im[>orliint element by whicli 
loyalty and devolioa to tho Throne is 
deeply fixed in tho lioarta of the 
people. More than this, ihoy are, and 
always havo boon, accustomed to soo 
much of thoif Sovereign moving about 
amongst thoro, and tho affootioa for 
tbo Queen has boon no mere abstract 
ieeling of the neooBsity of (bo mon>< 
arohical system of govorument, bat a 
real and genuine approciatipa of the 
bigh qualities which slio has shown for 
ber exalted position. Tho Post thinks 
that tbo levees should be held at 
Buckingham Palace instead of at St.

Tliu ca-ii iH .10 (iania;:ini,' that tho eolieitor 
lor ttie DetoDce Couuniitec baa a&ived for time 
to conFider their position and intimates that 
it may be necessary to separate the general 
oasu Irom that of Droadhead.

But this vras a ouo - 
pamtivo tiilla. iMr Overend next asked the 
witnesi whelliei- lie reau'iii'icred when f>irile\ 
was shot ! 'I'liis iiiif.irliinaiii man wuh Iwicu 
shnl at, and ibo second tiino so aerioudly 
wouii'li'd tlial, aftiM- lingoriu({ soma mouths, 
bo (liid. An iii(|ueMt was held on hiol, and 
a verdict ot 'aiuidur' returned against per800.s 
unkoowo ; bat the prbpetrators of the crime 
were undiscovered nnlil now. The subse- 
ipieiit conleaslon of this witnesa was ^iven 
iilter a di-ip'ay oi the greatest e.\eitenii!nt, and 
L-V(!n il' it wete not confiiioed, it would bt- 
i iii|iiii,-i'ilL' to iloubt il-i Irulli. If; a.sUcd, 
lifhl, vvliLtlior if till impjlicatcd another person 
ibuy would both be ludeinuified, and upon

I cniiiijellod liini, ('rocilio.-;, lo shoot bin). 
Iff i-bot him with an 'air-uun.' lie de?crib- 

the rnatiror in which tbo outro;;o bad boon 
planned and esccutcd. First ibey supplied 
themselves with two revolvers, and followed 
their victim nboul from nnotplace to anutbur; 
but when lliay I'mind tbnrs was no chance ot 
Hbootin^' hinri witli the re.vulvcrs — we proeuine 
without beiiiy difcovcred — Crookns obtained 
nil air-icaa. They ili){.'ged him for five or six 
wecUs, t'oarly every iiinht but Sunday, and 
ot laBi ihoy ob^orvud him in the back ronni 
of a public houao, when it was just du.sK. 
Tlioy KOt into tho yard, from which tluiy had 
dl-ci>v n-eil a buck exit. Oronlcea thoayh.'^ 
lliure won; tfi(, muny nlhir p-nple in the 
rdoin iu whieli fjinley waf sitiiiit;, but the 
wiliie.-a lolil liiin lie tiiu^t eliunl Jjinhn' or he 
would (Jo it hiaisoll. lid r plied — ' 1 must 
not atlotnpl.

I'lieao 
delaihi lire aliiioiit exactly conhrmed hy tiu! 
other iii:m, (Jrenkeii who waa iniinediately 
bent for and (^.xaiaitiod, nnd who oould nol 
have hoard llio details, though^hO-kl^ew fl^lr 
lam had raiiile u i;erierM| confes'sloni ' CroblfeB 
avowed wilhoat Im-itatiun that ho fired at 
fjinloy the [atnl .Htiai, and moreover, cntifcssuil 
that he wna tlia man who bad shot biin latiB 
seriously bo/ore. 

And now what was Ibo motive, or what 
tl e instiiiaiiuii to tbo muider, for such il 
was f.iriiey, said Orookos, wos doing great 
harm by ' lillini.; tho trade with lada,' and 
(iilher lirondlieail HUf,'j,'e<i-:'d to him, or ho 
and Hiilliua to Hioiulhead, that they i-liiiuld 
trlionl fjialey. At all cventH, Jiroadlie'ad 
agreud to tbi.> proposal. ' Hroadbiiad afikoil 
me,' paid llalhun, 'what 1 would do with 
Linley. I told him I would make him as be 
v/ould not work any moro,' 'What did ho 
say lo that V asked tho Oommiasionor. 'Ilo 
asked mo what I should want for doing it, 
and f a«ked bini if £20 would be too miioh. 
Ilo said, No, he should think not.' iSubse- 
(|Uoiitly tho uum was roduoud to £15, and 



this was actually received, fie saw Broad- 
head alterwards, and he did not say they 
had done either right or wrong in ehootiog 
Linley. According to Crookes, Broadhoad 
took the trouble to say they were right not 
lo kill him. They only iiitent'ed to warm 
him, and Crookes aimed at the shonlder, but 
the ball glanced upwards to Ihe head. When 
Eiialey was doad, Hallain eaw Urookas miioy 
times afturwntds, but their talk waa unim- 
portant. Tboy seem' d to have no loar that 
either would butray tbo other, and tbo facts 
would doubtliss never have been known but 
for tbo pressure of this CommiBsion and the 
promise of indemnity whioh il conveyed. 
Tho witness Bullam neA oonfessed to an 
outrage Bcarcely less murderous, to whioh be 
bad been expressly hired by tho members ol 
another Irado. Ho was oakcd to waylay a 
man named old Bauimy SuleliQe, and was 
promised and paid £1. Ho was to make 
him as he could not go to work for a week 
or two, and he struck him several times on 
the bead vilb a life preserver. 

Such are the leading items of these aston- 
i.=hing confessiona, and tho case of Linley 
alouH will be Bulljeiont to horrify and amaze 
the public. Wo havo meruly directed Ihe 
altontinn of our rcaderB lo tho main points o( 
the evidence, but Ibo general tune and burden 
of it will add to tbo impieEsion. Even in the 
act of confession, and uotwilhstaodiog tho 
Bxcitomenl of Hallam at the outset, there 
aro n coolness and a bnsineaa-liko manner 
about tho wiinesi<ea which reveal an incon- 
oeivablu hardnesa of nature. TbcfO men 
obviously ihiak no more, in their private or 
social ways of ihouKhi, of shooting a lelluw 
workman than of sbooling a dag. Had you, 
said the Commissioner, any qunirol with 
Linley ? I did not know him, said Httllam, 
at tbo time, and I never spoke to him in my 
life. 1 had no malice against bim, only bis 
bcinK obnoxious to the trade. In other 
worila, lor iho mere rules of trade, and in 
cold blood, tlioy dui^ged this man for weeks, 
and ovtnluallv shot him, with intent, at all 
ovont p, to do him grievous bodily harm, and 
without any groat compunotion of killing 
him. The tjeneral state of things revealed 
bv ?ucb a fuel is awfnl, and might seem 
almost hopeless. But what is '.0 be paid 
nbunt Mr Bicadliead and tho Union itself? 
Bu it obterved thai Broadhead made diatinct 
ii;;rcoinunt bo'oreband with those men that 
Ihey should shoot Linley, Used tho price ol 
the crime, and hitnsoil paid tho money. 
Broadhead, said Crookes, paid us for tho job, 
according to agreement. If tbe secretary of 
a union can deliberately hire men to shoot 
non-unioniata and pay them for doihg their 
work only too well, tbo public need ask lo 
know no moie about Sheffield unions and 
trade outrages. Broadhead will be examin- 
ed, nnd it i? possible that he may make oven 
moro revelations. Bui a deliberate ogree^ 
uient between the eeoretary of a union and 
two members to sboot hO outcatt for £20 is 
quite suCBcient. 

A Ciucus Sensation. — The Rochester, N. 

Y.| Democrat, July 5ih, haa tbo followicg 
account of a thrilling eceno io a circus : 

Tho immense audience aaeembled under 
Iho cunvass of Messrs Thayer & Noyes, 
Falls' Field, on Thursday evening wore 
treated to a performance which they bad nol 
anticipated, nnd whioh everybody present 
would willingly have foregone. Tho enter- 
tainmcnt had pasped off to Ihe entire satis- 
faction of tbo Bpcclators, and as a crowning 
act, tho large cage containing two lions and 
two lioi'cseea was drawn into tbe ring, when 
Mr Charles While, the keeper, entered it lo 
exhibit his coolrol over tho ferooioas beasts 
rtia animals are lull grown, young and 
active— in short, lb;: best specimens of their 
upeciea wo ever saw — and one «f tbo lions is 
remarkably wild and intraclsble. Mr 
White, however, having full confidonoo in bia 
power |!) control thom, entered with entire 
learlo3tnes3 aod began to put the beasts 
through their paces. All (.rocceded well fo- 
a time, bot at length one of tbe lions began 
to be fractious and disobedienr, whereujion 
.Mr White struck him two or three blows 
with a whip. Suddenly tho animal madu a 
?prii!s and eeized Mr Wbito by tbo shoulder 
With Ilia teeth, shaking him as a dog would 
a cat, and finally throwiog him on bia back 
upou the floor of tbe cage. A thrill of hor- 
ror passed tbrongb the. Bssemblage of specta- 
tors. Ladies screamed and fainted ; many 
piople baslencd to leave tho eslablishmoni ; 
aoinc with terror«blanobed countenances 
awaited in silnnce the reaull ; and olbora 
rnsbed ii.lo the ring, vaguely ond vainly 
hoping to rcfcuo tlie adventurous lion tamer 
from tbe fate wbiob apparently awaited him. 
Menovrhila Mr While coolly awaited tbe 
isdue. .He was helpless for tbe moment, tbe 
lion, with bclb forepaws upon bia breajl, 
holding him down and retaining hia ehoulder 
within thoio lerritile jaws. Tbe anpry 
arowld ol the fnrooions beast were frightful 
»nd ho wad evidently determined to make 
tho most of hia opportunity. 

Mr Noyes, one of ihe proprietors of tbe 
circus, happening fortunately 10 be near, aod 
t-i-\7M\'^ an iron bar dashed the en J of it 
ii;;iiinst, the lion's bead with such fores that 
the animal waa surprised into relaxins bis 
hold. In an iiiptant .Mr White had rog.iioed 
Ins feut, and his control ovur the occupants 
of Iho cage. With a few well-directed 
blows ot his whip he ro"aasorlod hia suprem- 
acy, and ibe rocent'y v ctorloua king of 
beasts waa reduced to submission, ft would 
naturally l)o suppusod that after such an ez- 
porience Mr White woold be disposed to 
pail company with his dangerous compan- 
ions OH tooiL UH pu3.iil)lo, but lio Is uol modo 
of Ihe kind ol material to yield a point. He 
was terribly injured, the teotb of tbo lion 
havin;; penetrated hia shoulder deeply ai:d 
luceruted the flash in a shocking niaoner, 
bosidea crushing tho bouea 80 as to render 
the left arm almost uselesa. Despite bis suf- 
ferintjs and the obvious ill ■ will of the lion, 
ho proeeeiled with tbo performance lo tho 
end. Luckily the rogo ot the other lion ami 
lionesses had not been excited, and he bad 
only- one ronl enemy to feor. 

Ho compelled the savage animals to go 
through with their nets as nsual, and coo>> 
eluded by feeding Ibom with a quantity of 
raw beef, handing tho meat in pieces to each 
animal in turn, ilo Ihon quietly left tho 
r.ago, and not until then was any one madu 
liware of tho serious character ot bia burl. 
.\tr White did not faint away, as one of oui- 
conteniporaries asserts, unlesa he did so after 
hiavin^' tbo arena. He waa conveytd to the 
National Hotel in a carriage, and now lies 
there in a critical condition. He is ou;'er 
tbo care ol l)r Whiibeck, who has roduood 
the fractured bones, r.nd hopes to restore the 
Iiatient to a coinparatively sound condition, 
fn a previous encounter with Iho siniij lion, 
Mr White waa dreadfully lacerated in llie 
breast by the claws of iho powerful beast. 
I he unirnalisofa peculiarly snllen disposi- 
tion, and has compelled his keeper to diseip- 
llno him vigorously on a number of ooca- 



Sicr.i.iNu A Kino— A ourioua inoidcnt in 
Iho modern history ot Luxemburg ia related 
by tbe Kreuiz ZcUung and other German

denco in thus appropriating to himself ibe 
duRt of royally. After having satisfied hia 
ourioaily on tho Eubject, corpse and colhn had 
to wonder into u corner of tho garret of the 
bouse, till il Wna removed -.vilb other arliclea 
ol a legacy, to a I^rusaian territory, nnd come 
into possession of a manulaolarcr on tbo Saar 
where tbe icraaina ol tbeohivalrous king were 
diBreapcctfully Hiowed out of the way ni bo- 
fore. Yours afterwards, ween King Frederic 
Wilhelm IV. of Prussia, tiavolkd through 
the llhino Provinces, ho yirited ibo lactnry 
which hod formerly been a fine abbey, 'f bo 
proprietor in showing bia royal guest over the 
place, said Jestingly that 'he was sheltering 
another King,' ard related to his Majesty the 
singular adventures of the royal corpse. The 
anther of tho King waa only pacified vviion 
tho proprietor respectfully placed al bis dis- 
posal tho mortal remains, all irdiiig thug an 
oppottnuily to ato' o lor Iho heavy j^uilt of 
the Luxemburg oonnlry.

An old 
chapel, called the JClau^o, imiril pietutesqnely 
situatod on a bi>,'li rock above the river t^aar, 
was renovated at f^reut e.^pciifO and coiiio- 
crated aa a resting place lor the remains of 
John the Bliod, Let us hopo ibat the ill- 
treated King is above human frailly, and 
above planning revenge on the people who 
sold bis ushea so cheap,— ilf/ttncBUm.
